on other spending. So just to increase the sales tax at this
point, on this bill, would not be the proper thing to do. This
bill is designed to soak up the surplus to a good purpose, and I
think that is what it does. It's dollar for dollar, in my
opinion, dollar for dollar property tax relief. See tha t
person, that farmer, that businessman has to go d own t o t h a t
county treasurers office to pay that bill in the first instance.
Sometimes we have so called property tax relief by providing
additional money to subdivisions of government. Ordinarily it
does not work on a dollar for dollar basis. There i s so m e
property tax relief, but not dollar for dollar. T his b yp a s s e s
those subdivisions of government, the money comes directly back
to the taxpayer or it is not charged to the homeowner. So i t
seems to me this is a s close as you can ever get to actual
property tax relief. It has some other advantages, it h as t h e
advantage of encouraging taxpayers to pay their taxes on time,
because if they don't they don't get the rebate. I t h i n k t h a t ' s
a powerful incentive for some people to pay it on t i m e , h e l p s
the local subdivisions with their cash flow problems. A number
of other reasons for the bill could be cited, but at this point
I ' l l j u st ask that the bill be advanced. And I will, in order
to get a fairly accurate judge of the strength of the bill, I 'm
going to ask for a record vote, Nr. President.
